LEVEL SEED BED. 


Corn and soybeans especially re- 


quire a good level seed 
from clods,

quire cultivation of some kind, and 
cultivation, whether with a cultiva- 
tor, rotary harrow, or weeder, can- 
not be successful In cloddy ground.

harveh^fl In Piatt county this year, 
this estTmate takes Into considera- 
tion only the seed which has bsen 
gold within the county.

FORTY DAYS TO MATURE. 


The eggs hatch In from twelve to

egg as a pale red larva, thcv feed on 
the roots of their host plant, largely 
under ground and out of sljht. When 


tho wheat matures and Is cut they 
migrate in search of further susten- 
ance and the young corn plants; are 
usually tha -victims. 
Their accumu- 


lation at the base of the young corn 
plant may prevent the development 
of tha brace roota which later re- 
sults in the corn plant's falling down. 
Some o'.her 
corn 
Insect 
may 
be 


blamed for this, but in a chinch bug 
area this damage Is often the resu'.t 
of the chinch bug. 


DRY WEATHER 
FAVORABLE. 


Dry weather aids the development 


of chinch bugs, and their Increased 
number 
and 
consequent 
Increased 


damage to corn, may not be fully 
realized by the farmer. He mistakes 
tho wilting corn as an Indication of 
drought and neglects to take the nec- 
essary 
preventative measures to 


check the march of the Insects. The 
dust furrow and tar line are quite 
effective before the bugs fly, but once 
on the 
wing nothing 
can retard 


them. 


KILL THEM IN WINTER. 


The time to destroy the greatest 


number of chinch bugs Is during the 
winter season, when they should be 
burned in their winter quarters. No- 
vember and December are the best 
months, for at that season more in- 
sects are killed and there Is less In- 
jury done to the 
meadows or pas 


tures. 


With a large quantity of the su 


perfluous grass burned off, the more 
severe winter weather 
of January 


and February will destroy more of 
the 
bugs and by these combined 


forces, 
fully 
90 per 
cent 
of the 


number which went Into hibernation 
In the fall will be destroyed. 


The wet weather In spring Is usu- 


ally accompanied by coldness, and 
such a combination does not materi- 
ally affect the chlnclf 'bug, for the 
fungus which acts on the bugs does 
not have an opportunity to develop 


Wet weather In May and June wll 


aid In destroying the 
bugs and it 


may beat some of the eggs down 
Into the ground 
and prevent their 


hatching, but an early wet, cold sea- 
son does not jause a great deal of In 
Jury to the:

a meat loaf, but always in combina- 
tion with pork. Beef, veal and pork 
are sometimes combined. 


BEEF AND VEAOJ LOAF. 


Three-quarters pound lean pork, 


1 pound lean veal, 1% pounds lean 
beef, 1 cup bread crumbs, 1 cup 
milk, 1 dessertspoon salt, 
*£ 
tea- 


spoon pepper, 2 eggs, 3 slices fat 
salt pork. 


Have meat ground very fine by 


the butcher. 
Season with salt and 


pepper and 
mix well. 
It will be 


necessary to use the hands to mix 
the meat 
thoroughly. Add 
bread 


crumbs, 
milk 
and 
eggs 
slightly 


beaten. Mix well and shape In loaf. 
Put In a long pan and lay the slices 
of salt pork over the top of loaf. 


Pour three-quarters 
cup 
boiling 


water In the pan and bake 20 min- 
utes In a hot oven. Reduce the heat 
and cover with buttered paper. Bake 
one hour and 15 minutes 
longer. 


Serve hot with tomato 
or brown 


sauce. Or let cool and serve cold, 


VEAL LOAF. 


Two pounds lean veal, 
>4 pound 


pork, 2 eggs, 4 large soda crackers, 
% cup cream, 1 dessertspoon salt, 
',4 
teaspoon pepper, 4 thin slices 


bacon. 


Have veal and pork ground very 


fine. Mix well. 
Beat eggs and add 


to meat. Crumb crackefs. Add al- 
ternately with cream to first mix- 
ture. Add seasonings and mix well.

cost was represented to them to be
